RESPONSE TO REQUIREMENT FOR RESTRICTION AND AMENDMENT 

The following is in response to a requirement for restriction under 35 U.S.C. 121, 
dated 29 September 2005. That Action restricts the claims as follows: 

Species I: one cation and one anion for an ionic salt 

Species II: ionic salt used in explosives, etc. or used in oxidation reaction to 
synthesize azo etc. 

However, the above claims are believed not distinct species but so closely related as to 
justify an examination of all such claims as a single invention. 

For example. Species I and Species II, both combine a cation and an anion to form 
energetic salt. 



Thus it is believed that an action on the merits of applicants' claims, claims 1-1 8 is in 
order and the same is requested. 

This would appear a more efficient procedure, as it would avoid duplicate 
examinations of such related subject matter by one or more examiners. 

In view of the foregoing it is requested that the above restriction requirement be 
withdrawn. 

However, as required by 37 U.S.C. 1.143, to complete the response herein, applicants 
provisionally elect the composition claims of Species II, listed below, while traversing 
the need for such election. 

That is, pursuant to 35 U.S.C.121, Applicants elect the single discribed species of 
claim 9, for which claim 1 is believed generic. 

In addition to claim 1, Applicants' also add further claims as Species II; that is claims 
6 to 16 and 18. 

This means that claims 2-5 and 17 are believed to be under non-elected Species I 
claims. 

The selected Species II claims encompass materials of high energy and low toxicity 
per the so listed claims 1,6-16 and 18, in what is believed a novel combination of cation 
and anion, with convenience of handling, while avoiding the vapor toxicity problem of 
the prior art. 

The above species claims are thus believed in proper form for examination on the 
merits.
